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FIELD DAY 2018 REPORT 
By Larry Loomer, KI6LNB, Field Day Chair 


Friday afternoon, June 22, setup for Field Day began, with the arrival of 
the MDARC trailer and the MDARC van. Both were positioned per the lay- 
out map, and shore power was run to each vehicle for lighting and air con- 
ditioning. The solar panels were set up for the trailer, to charge the 
trailer's battery before contesting was to begin on Saturday. Wire anten- 
nas were laid out on the pavement, and two antennas were chosen to be 
hosted by the van. These antennas were mounted on the van's mast and 
hoisted into the air, and terminated on nearby trees and on a chain link 
fence. 


Activity tables were unloaded and located in the activity area. The 
MDARC tent was set up in the Field Day area. Additional tables and 
chairs were placed under that tent canopy for food service and conversa- 
tion. 

Saturday, June 23, began with the expectation of temperatures above 100 degrees, and that surely came to 
pass. Popups were set up over the digital station, over the activity tables and over the operating locations of 
the ham operators. 


Jim Tittle, KESOE, operated on 40 meters from the MDARC van. He operated using solar power from the ve- 
hicle of Larry Loomer, KI6LNB, who has a solar panel on the roof of his car, charging a battery, from which Jim 
extracted power for his 40 meter station. A tour and explanation of the solar charging system was performed 
as an educational activity. Jim also demonstrated the MDARC Amateur Television (ATV) system that is 
mounted in the van. 


Mike Warren, W6MEW, operated a digital station using the FT-8 digital program. He operated from a vertical 
antenna and a sloper antenna. His station was powered from the MDARC trailer battery, which was being 
charged by the trailer's solar panel. An explanation of the FT-8 digital communication program was offered to 
the visitors multiple times during Field Day. Since the FT-8 program is not set up to transmit Field Day contact 
information, all that Mike could do was to keep track of the cities with which he made contact. Tours of the 
newly outfitted trailer were offered to all who wished to see the combination four-position operating space and 
multiple-occupant teaching space. 


Dick Wade, WM6G, brought his portable station to the site and powered his rig from a battery, and operated 
on 20 meters. He used a Buddipole antenna to make his contacts. Jan Kulisek, KM6NFC, operated on 20 
meters, using a battery and a Buddipole. 


Pete Harris, KE6ZIW, brought his battery powered portable rig, but spent most of his time demonstrating basic 
antenna concepts to hams and visitors alike, using his Buddipoles configured in vertical and in horizontal con- 
figurations. He also demonstrated his antenna analyzer which he used to tune his Buddipoles., and showed 
how coils are used to substitute for necessary physical length of the antenna. 


The food service was outstanding. Misa Siemons, KJ6BUE, Ruth Miller, KE6VOO. and Liz Styles, KG6HLV, 
all combined their talents to keep the hams and visitors at the site well nourished. There were 25 signups for 
the Saturday evening BBQ that was supervised by the above-mentioned ladies, with Dick Wade, WM6G, doing 
the meat cooking honors. Terry Buxton, KK6KGX, added her cuisineal creativity to the Sunday breakfast and 
lunch menus.

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Bruce Alcorn, KK6SQ\M, was the lead setup person for the event. He led the crew that put together the 
MDARC tent in which the food was prepared and served, and the popups that shaded the Activity Tables. 


Kristen Taylor, W6KMT, was the site Safety Officer. She made periodic checks throughout the Field Day 
area to make sure that the items listed on the ARRL safety check list were covered properly. She also was 
the greeter of all visitors that came on the site, from her location at the "Public Information Table". She 
asked them to sign the Visitors' Log and answered any questions that they might have had. 


Larry Bradley, KK6QPE, set up an Ed Fong VHF antenna for local monitoring. He also had an Alexloop 
antenna with which he operated during the Field Day event. 


The Walnut Creek CERT group brought their training equipment to the Field Day site and presented a 
complete illustration of the training that they do to create individuals that are proficient in emergency 
response in their own neighborhoods after a major disaster. The display was well received by the visitors to 
the site.

There were a total of 74 local hams and visitors at the MDARC Field Day 2018. 
Field Day Activities: 


Hourly reports were presented on the W6CX repeater telling which frequencies the Field Day site hams were 
monitoring. 


License testing was offered at 1:00 PM on the site, but no one signed up for the testing. 


A "Morse Code Station" was set up, where participants could write their name, put the Morse code symbols 
next to the letters of their name, and send their name using a code key. One pair of young potential hams, 
after sending their names by Morse code, coded and sent "| love you" and "Go Giants" for their second 
transmissions.

A guest operator continued 
operating into the night. 


Sunday, June 24, brought a cooler day for the hams. 


A special breakfast was offered for the hams and guests who were present at the site. Only two stations 
operated on Sunday, a voice 40 meter station and a digital 20 meter station. 


At 11:00 AM, the Field Day activity ceased, and take down began. Everything was packed up and the site 
was Clear by 2:00 PM. 


All present agreed that this was a good Field Day activity: good contacts, good food and good educational 


experience. 
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Inquisitive and Appreciative Public at Field Day 2018

Based on my time at Field Day (Friday afternoon, and all day Saturday, June 22 and 23, 2018) it looked 
like a great success, particularly the level of public interest and MDARC’s exciting showcasing of ham 
radio for the public. Several radio stations were set up and on display, using different bands, different 
types of radios, and dramatically different antenna setups - from simple horizontal one-band wires strung 
between trees, to portable one-band-at-a-time foldup/pullout antennas, to more sophisticated multi-band 
systems. 


The club trailer and tents and club communications van looked great, very attractive and enticing. The big 
signs calling the public’s attention to the event were very cool. Thank you greatly to Larry Loomer, 
KI6LNB, and all the others for their work on making it happen. 


Despite the heat (it reached about 105 Saturday) I was really psyched up by the responses. We had visitors 
coming by non-stop, all day on Saturday. They were very interested and inquisitive and asked lots of great 
questions. It included several bright-eyed kids brought by parents who were impressed with hearing about 
ham radio and seeing and hearing our setups, a bunch of people who wanted to know what all this stuff 
was that we had in the air, and several inactive hams who came by to reconnect with ham radio. I told 
them all about our great club. 


We even had a commercial cargo airline pilot come by who said he spoke regularly on “8.25 HF” during 
trans-oceanic flights to air traffic control in Oahu and in England (and of course San Francisco when re- 
turning home), and wanted to know what “8.25” was and how it works. I talked to him about the 40m 
band, which for hams is in the 7 MHz range, but commercially is probably in the 8 MHz range. We talked 
about the characteristics of that band and why it works over trans-oceanic distances. I showed him how 
my fold-up portable antenna could be configured for that band so that we would be able to listen to his 
transmissions. I also showed him the 40m wire dipole antenna we had strung between tree and fence-top. I 
asked him where on the airplane the antenna was, explaining that a 40m antenna is pretty long. He said he 
thinks it is in the vertical tail wing, explaining it was about 30-40 ft high. Very interesting discussion and 
exchange of ideas! He was impressed with our setups. 


Thanks again to all who were involved in the planning and setup, under very hot conditions!
